OSAP changes welcomed 

More money; students can apply earlier

Soon students will be notic- 
ing some changes to the 
Ontario Student Loan 
Assistance Program (OSAP). 
Many of these are improve- 
repaying Ontario student 
loans. 

The McGuinty government 
has announced it will be put- 
ting $81 million into the pro- 
gram. That money will give 
students access to more funds 
and they will have less to 
repay after graduation. 

Students will also now be 
able to apply for OSAP three 
months earlier than in past 
years. The application 
process will start in February 
instead of May, helping stu- 
dents meet the demands of 
early admission notices 


The amount of debt a stu- 
dent can have in one school 
year will now be $7,300 and 
students will have access to 
up to $12,000. In past years, 

back the full loan amount. 
They will also only have to 
repay $7,300 even if their stu- 
dent loan debt is $10,000. 

“I'm not getting OSAP cur- 
rently but I might in the 
future," said Ryan Katie, a 
Conestoga College general 
arts and science student. "If I 
don't have to pay back the 
full loan I would consider get- 
ting OSAP and working less 
to make money in the sum- 


In the past, many students 
have had problems with their 

jobs interfering with their 


OSAP loan. One of the 
changes to the program is 
students can now make up to 
$100 per week without affect- 
ing their OSAP funds. Before, 
students were only allowed to 
make $50 before it started to 
affect their funding. 

“I worked last summer and 
it really messed with the 
amount 1 received from 
OSAP," said Brad Piper, a 
Conestoga College general 

“Most of the money I made 
went to my rent and OSAP 
gave me barely anything to 
get through the year.” 

Along with the changes to 
OSAP, the government is 
working on making it easier 
for students to transfer cred- 
its from one college to anoth- 
er and to get credit for col- 
lege courses at university.
